In the House , the Senate bill to extend the charters of 
the District Banks, he. was amended by striking out all 
the bill after the enacting clause, and inserting a substi­ 
tute renewing the charters of the several banks, till the 
4th of July, 1838, and then read a third time, as 
amended, and passed. 
The bill making further appropriations for carrying 
into effect certain Indian treaties, including that for the 
execution ol the Cherokee treaty, was considered in 
Committee of the W hole—the motion of Mr Adams 
to strike oat the latter appropriation defeated— the bill 
subsequently reported to the H ouse—the amendments 
of the committee adopted, and the bill ordered to he 
engrossed for a third reading, 125 to 43, and then read 
a third time and passed, 127 to 54. 
The bill making 
an additional appropriation of $¡2,400,000 for tho sup­ 
pression oflndiun lioslilities, and the bill making appro­ 
priations lor the Military Academy of the U. 8. for 
the year 1836, were passed in Committee of the W hole, 
reported to the House, carried through their various 
stag-s, and passed.
